During the running of the ratv it 
was im|K»ssibIe to distinguish the colors with any 
di'gree of ai-euraey. .Ml that could l*e seen was that 
the hors«* that got off in front ^leld the lea«l through I 
out and it jiroved to Ik* Harney Sehreiber's colt Tom 
Shaw. He won easily from t!un Uottoii. with Lex 
ingion Lady tiiird. (■|*sarion's Dream was very nn ^ 
ruly. Grand was unable to ki*ep her straight and 
when making the turn out of the baekstreteh tin* 
tilly iMdted to the outside fem*e atnl at the finish 
her filler was pulling her up. 

Tlie fields in sul»s**queiit races were materially re- 
duced bv scratching. 'Hie change in the going threw 
form followers otT and this in a measure was re 
siMUisible for the tluetuation in the mlds on some of 
the winners. 'The nearest that backers of favorites 
came to winning was when t'ave Adsum got the 
purse iu the fifth race through the disqualification 
of Dog Rose for fouling.

McHale 
suceeeiled in getting Bonfire running again, but 
after making a turn of the field he again stop|K*d , 
and was flnallv trotted back to the judges' stand. 
Bonfire is now barred from starting here except in 
his stake engagements.

Phil Finch and Mike Sutton Beat Him in 
the Star Number of the Card. 

Cincinnati. O.. June 19.— The fourth race at one 
mile at I.,iitotiia this afternoon was somewhat in 
the nature of a try-out for the Qm*en City Han- 
dicap. which is to Ik* decided Saturday. After a 
driving finish I’hll Finch won by a nose from Mike 
Sutton, a neck better than Plantland. the favorite. 
In the opinion of close observers Plantland was 
much the b«*st aud only bad handling encompassed 
his defeat. .Minder allowed D. Austin and J. Lee. 
the riders of Phil Finch and Mike Sutton respec- 
lively, to jMicket him repeatedly. They were on 
either side of him. and when Minder attempted to 
send his mount through the gups probably pur- 
poselv opened, Austin and Li*e would close up 
sutticientlv to force .Minder to take Plantland back. 
Still -\Iarm. making his debut for the season in 
this race, performed impressively. Hereafter he 
will have to l>e reckoned with in similar company, 
esrieciallv when favored with a light impost. 

Bucket Brigade and Ada O. Walker were the 
only successful choices, the former winning his race 
in a canter, scoring his third victory at this 
meeting. Ada O. Walker had to overcome wn- 
siderable interference in the early stages but 
won handily.
